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THE  ROOSEVELT  HOSPITAL 


Occupies  the  block  of  ground  between  58th  and  59th  streets  and 
the  9th  and  10th  avenues,  and  has  erected  thereon  suitable  build- 
ings, which  furnish  accommodations  for  about  two  hundred  and 
forty-four  patients.  It  was  opened  for  the  treatment  of  medical 
and  surgical  patients  November  2,  1871.  The  Ambulance  Service 
was  established  in  1878.  The  Out-Patient  ( Dispensary ) Department 
was  added  in  1881.  The  Gynaecological  Division  was  separated 
from  the  Medical  in  1888.  The  Me  Lane  Operating  Room,  the  gift 
of  Dr.  James  W.  McLane,  in  memory  of  James  W.  McLane,  Jr.,  for 
the  use  of  the  Gynaecological  service,  was  opened  in  1890.  The 
Wm.  J.  Syms  Memorial  Operating  Theatre  was  erected  in  1892,  and 
the  Private  Patients’  Pavilion  in  1896.  The  Training  School  for 
Nurses  was  organized  in  1896.  The  Accident  Building  was  erected 
in  1898,  providing  in  the  first  story  for  treatment  of  emergency  and 
accident  cases,  and  in  the  second  story  a Medical  Ward  ( opened  in 
February,  1899),  known  as  The  Abraham  Jacobi  Ward  for  Children 
— the  beds  in  which  (12)  were  endowed  in  memory  of  Ella  May 
Clark,  by  her  husband.  A new  Office  Building  for  the  Superintend- 
ent was  constructed  and  occupied  in  1901,  and  in  the  same  year  a 
Bureau  of  Information  was  established. 

In  1902  new  boilers  of  600  horse-power  replaced  old  boilers  of 
less  than  half  the  capacity,  and  two  Corliss  Engines  each  of  about 
200  horse  power  capacity,  and  two  100-kilowatt  Westinghouse 
electric  generators,  in  place  of  old  type  engines  and  generators 
of  much  smaller  capacity,  were  installed  in  a specially  constructed 
building — all  constituting  a new  Power  Plant  presented  to  the  Hos- 
pital by  Mrs.  Jeanette  Dwight  Bliss,  widow  of  the  late  George  Theo- 
dore Bliss,  in  whose  memory  the  plant  was  given,  at  a cost  to  the 
donor  of  more  than  $50,000.00. 

To  erect,  furnish  and  maintain  the  buildings,  according  to  the 
plans  adopted,  will  require  additional  money  beyond  the  funds 
provided  by  Mr.  Roosevelt’s  Will;  and  the  Trustees  solicit  contri- 
butions for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  endowment  of  free  beds. 

A donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate patients  to  a free  bed  in  perpetuity;  and  a donation  of  three 
thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients  to  a free 
bed  for  the  life  of  the  donor.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


New  York,  January  1st,  1903. 

TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

Gentlemen: — I have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  thirty- 
first  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1902. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment,  3,874,  was  104  larger 
than  during  the  previous  year. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients,  195,  was  12  larger  than 
in  1901. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  ward  patient  was  19  days, 
as  against  18%  days  for  the  previous  year,  and  that  of  each  pri- 
vate patient  was  21%  days,  as  against  20. 

If  to  the  daily  average  number  of  in-door  patients,  195,  is  added 
the  daily  average  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  193,  and  the  daily  average  number  of  cases  treated 
in  the  Emergency  Department,  50,  the  daily  average  number  of 
patients  coming  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital  was  438,  as  against 
418  during  the  previous  year. 

The  largest  number  of  ward  and  private  patients  in  any  one 
day  was  227,  against  235  of  the  year  before,  and  the  smallest, 
147,  against  138. 

The  number  of  cases,  8,399,  treated  in  the  Emergency  Depart- 
ment, but  not  detained  for  ward  treatment,  was  281  larger  than 
in  1901,  when  the  highest  previous  record  was  made  for  that  ser- 
vice. The  number  of  visits  to  that  Department  was  18,358. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Two  automobile  ambulances  and  one  horse  ambulance  have  bare- 
ly sufficed  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  work  of  that  Department ; 
indeed,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  former  have  been  often  disabled, 
there  have  been  times  when  it  was  necessary  to  temporarily  decline 
calls  and  refer  them  to  other  Hospitals.  The  calls  upon  the  ambu- 
lances, 5,407,  were  223  less  than  for  the  former  year,  when  the 
highest  record  was  made  since  the  establishment  of  the  service. 
For  efficient  work  the  automobile  vehicles  should  be  renovated. 
Those  in  use  here  were  built  before  the  manufacture  of  electric 
vehicles  had  reached  that  stage  of  perfection  which  has  since  been 
attained.  The  use  of  the  present  vehicles  has,  moreover,  been  so 
hard  that  their  making  over  would  probably  involve  an  expense 
of  not  less  than  $2,000.00. 

The  cost  of  the  ambulance  service  in  1902,  $3,285.11,  was  $436.36 
less  than  in  1901.  The  saving  is  probably  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  fact  that  it  has  been  possible  to  make  many  of  the  needful 
repairs  at  the  Hospital. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  record  of  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  59,043, 
appearing  in  detail  in  another  part  of  this  report,  shows  an  in- 
crease of  1,642  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  was 
an  increase  of  1,559  visits  on  the  Medical,  and  83  on  the  Surgical 
division.  The  number  of  patients  treated  was  154  larger  than  in 
the  previous  year.  This  exhibit  is  gratifying  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  tendency,  in  the  more  important  Dispensaries  of  the  City, 
so  far  as  known  here,  has  been  to  a falling  off  in  the  number  of 
patients.  The  work  of  the  members  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment Staff  has  been  characterized  by  zeal  and  faithfulness. 

CURRENT  REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

All  the  wards  have  undergone  thorough  renovation.  The  services 
of  three  painters  and  a carpenter,  in  the  permanent  employ  of  the 
Hospital,  have  been  necessary  to  that  end. 
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A notable  addition  has  been  the  substitution  of  new  boilers  of 
more  than  600  horse-power  for  old  boilers  of  less  than  half  the 
capacity,  and  the  installation,  in  a specially  constructed  building, 
of  two  Corliss  Engines,  each  of  about  200  H.  P.  capacity,  and  two 
100-kilowatt  Westinghouse  electric  generators  in  place  of  the  old 
type  engines  and  generators,  of  much  smaller  capacity,  formerly 
in  use.  This  new  equipment,  which  some  one  has  alluded  to  as  the 
“Heart  and  Lungs”  of  the  Hospital,  constitutes  a power  plant 
of  which  we  may  well  be  proud. 

Its  installation,  without  interruption  to  the  work  of  the  Institu- 
tion, was  attended  with  much  difficulty,  but  since  its  accomplish- 
ment, the  inconveniences  which  were  caused  by  the  work  have  been 
forgotten,  and  only  gratitude  is  felt  to  the  donor,  Mrs.  Jeanette 
Dwight  Bliss,  widow  of  the  late  George  Theodore  Bliss,  in  whose 
memory  this  efficient  power  plant  has  been  constructed. 

These  improvements  have  involved  an  expenditure  of  more  than 
$50,000.00,  and  in  commemoration  of  the  gift  a bronze  tablet  will 
be  placed  in  the  engine  room. 

Dr.  McLane,  the  trustee  wrho  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  the 
medium  of  the  gift,  has  devoted  time  and  energy  with  untiring 
zeal  to  the  perfect  accomplishment  of  the  w’ork. 

EXPENSES. 

The  sum  expended  for  the  current  support  of  the  Hospital,  $172,- 
593.62,  was  $13,928.32  larger  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 
$19,493.73  should  not  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  cost  of  mainten- 


ance, for  the  reason  that  that  sum  was  refunded  to  the  expense 
account  in  the  manner  indicated  below : —

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Thus  leaving  the  cost  incurred  for  current  support 

of  the  Hospital  and  Out-Patient  Department  $153,099.89 

Estimating  the  cost  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  at  10,000.00 
we  find  that  the  actual  expense  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Hospital  proper  was $143,099.89 

or  $1.9814  per  day  per  patient,  a decrease  of 
2%  cents  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Syms  Operating  Building  was 
$7,436.05,  most  of  which  was  met  from  the  income  provided  by  Mr. 
William  J.  Syms,  through  whose  bequest  that  building  was 
established. 

The  increased  cost  per  capita  for  food,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  was  3%  cents,  the  expense  of  food  for  each  inmate 
having  been  37  cents,  as  against  33%  cents  the  previous  year. 
These  figures  represent  the  cost  of  food  supplies  before  prepara- 
tion. 

BENEVOLENT  WORK. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  wards  without  cost  to  the 
individual,  during  1902,  was  2,818,  as  against  2,879  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  ward  patients  was  3,479,  as  against  3,445. 
As  only  661  paid  for  any  part  of  their  board,  the  percentage  of 
entirely  free  patients  was  81. 

INCOME. 

Under  this  head  the  following  statement  was  made  in  the  last 
annual  report : — 

“The  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Hospital  needs  to  be  increased 
at  least  $500,000.00  in  order  to  properly  care  for  the  existing 
plant,  and  to  conduct  its  work  upon  an  efficient  scale.  Indeed,  this 
enlarged  endowment  is  now  urgently  required  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  highest  standard  of  excellence.” 

No  part  of  the  sum  mentioned  has  been  received;  not  even  was 
a single  bed  endowed  during  the  year.  Meantime  the  expenses  of 
the  Hospital,  owing  to  the  greater  cost  of  nearly  every  commodity 
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in  ordinary  use,  have  materially  increased.  Happily  the  patronage 
of  the  Private  Patients’  Pavilion  has  been  greater  than  during  any 
year  since  its  establishment,  and  that  fact  has  increased  the  re- 
ceipts, so  that  the  annual  deficit,  for  the  current  support  of  the 
Hospital,  was  only  $6,208.23,  as  against  $12,289.50  for  the  year 
1901.  Nevertheless,  your  Board  has  now  for  six  successive  years 
been  confronted  with  a deficit  ranging  from  $4,455.93  to  $12,289.50, 
and  the  consequent  need  of  increased  endowment  becomes  annually 
more  apparent. 

It  cannot  be  expected  that  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital  will 
decrease  with  succeeding  years.  This  is  particularly  due  to  the 
fact  that  more  approved  methods  of  medical  and  surgical  work  are 
employed,  and  the  refinement  of  excellence  is  inevitably  attended 
with  increased  cost. 

It  is  not  an  unusual  occurrence  for  the  Superintendent  to  be 
asked  w’hy  a new  article  may  not  be  substituted  for  an  old,  and 
for  him  to  be  obliged  to  reply  that  the  need  is  recognized,  but 
that  the  expenditure  has  been  avoided  because  of  the  necessity  of 
economizing  in  every  possible  quarter.

Christmas  was  celebrated  here  with  fervor  and  interest.  The 
festival  began  on  “Christmas  Eve”  when  the  “Tree,”  which  had 
been  placed  in  the  Surgical  Ward  for  Children  during  the  day,  was 
prettily  lighted  by  electric  lamps.  Each  child  was  generously  re- 
membered, and  the  occasion  was  one  which  will  linger  in  memory 
when  the  pain  attendant  upon  their  stay  in  Hospital  has  long  been 
forgotten.  A Poet  Laureate  had  prepared  many  surprises  for 
Doctors  and  Nurses. 

On  Christmas  morning  a choir  of  singers,  composed  of  pupils 
of  the  Training  School,  visited  each  Ward  between  six  and  seven 
o’clock  and  sang  appropriate  music.  A private  patient  bore  the 
expense  of  decorating  the  Surgical  Ward  for  Women,  and  was 
taken  there  in  an  invalid  chair  to  personally  supervise  the  work. 
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Members  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Street  Branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
decorated  the  Surgical  Ward  for  Men,  and  on  Christmas  Day 
rendered  appropriate  music  there,  and  in  other  Wards  of  the 
Hospital. 

SUNDAY  DIVERSION. 

Beginning  with  July  last,  a weekly  service  of  song  has  been  held 
in  the  several  Wards  of  the  Hospital,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Fifty-seventh  Street  Branch,  Mrs.  Franklin  and  Mr. 
E.  J.  Sisley  having  the  arrangement  of  the  programme  and  the 
direction  of  the  singers  on  one  Sunday,  and  Mr.  Jas.  Gray,  Jr., 
Chairman  of  the  Sick  Committee  of  the  same  Branch,  on  alter- 
nate Sundays.  This  service  of  song  has  been  much  enjoyed  and 
appreciated. 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  work  of  this  Department  grows  in  efficiency  with  each  suc- 
ceeding year.  The  fact  is  coming  to  be  recognized  that  careful  nur- 
sing is  a most  important  adjunct  to  the  work  of  the  physician  and 
surgeon.  It  is  sometimes  a matter  of  surprise  that  the  number 
of  applicants,  of  a satisfactory  grade,  is  so  small  in  a Hospital 
that  presents  such  opportunities  for  observation  and  experience 
as  the  Roosevelt. 

As  it  was  related  of  old  that, “many  are  called  but  few  arechosen,” 
so  it  may  be  said  of  our  Training  School  that  many  apply  but 
few  are  selected,  because  of  so  large  a proportion  of  the  appli- 
cants being  below  the  requisite  standard. 

There  are  probably  few  avocations  in  life  which  afford  so  honor- 
able and  lucrative  a means  of  support,  after  a comparatively 
short  period  of  study,  as  the  profession  of  nursing.  True,  the  three 
years  of  training  are  not  exempt  from  hardships;  indeed,  they 
involve  much  self  sacrifice  and  diligent  application,  and  the  cour- 
age of  some  who  begin  the  course  fails  before  the  goal  is  reached ; 
still  the  list  is  growing  of  honorable  examples  of  those  who  have 
been  equal  to  the  test  and,  having  completed  their  period  of  train- 
ing, are  reaping  the  reward  of  their  faithfulness,  by  a demand  for 
their  services  for  as  large  a portion  of  each  year  as  their  strength

is  equal  to;  moreover,  much  of  their  lives  is  spent  in  the  company 
of  persons  whom  to  serve  is  of  itself  a pleasure,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  valuable  emolument  received. 

The  experiment  of  placing  members  of  the  Senior  Class  in  charge 
of  Wards  has  proved  eminently  satisfactory. 

A demonstration  of  practical  work,  on  the  evening  of  March 
12th,  by  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  of  the  Training  School, 
was  followed,  on  the  evening  of  March  14-th,  by  a reception  to  their 
friends,  when  diplomas  were  presented  to  the  Graduates  by  Mr. 
Charles  C.  Savage,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

The  report  covers  a portion  only  of  the  examinations  made  by  this  depart- 
ment. In  addition  to  the  work  in  pathological  anatomy,  the  department  has 
also  carried  on  the  bacteriological  side  of  the  hospital  work. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 

I.  The  Admission  of  Patients. 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock  a.  m.  and  5 
o’clock  p.  m.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, when  they  will  be  examined  and  passed  for  admission  by  the 
House  Physician,  Surgeon,  or  Gynaecologist  on  duty  ; or,  if  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the 
House  Physician,  Surgeon,  or  Gynaecologist  on  duty,  or  one  of  their 
assistants. 

3.  Any  member  of  the  Medical  Board  may  send  to  the  wards  of 
the  Hospital  such  patients  as  he  sees  fit,  giving  them  a special  order 
for  admission,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  contagious  disease  shall  be  ad- 
mitted, except  such  cases  of  emergency  as  require  immediate  atten- 
tion ; and  such  cases  so  admitted  shall  be  placed  in  the  isolating 
room  only. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  occu- 
pied beds  in  each  ward. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city 
must  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  ac- 
companied by  a certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating 
the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease. 
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II.  Rules  for  Patients. 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use  profane 
or  indecent  language  ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  sentiments  ; to 
play  at  any  game  for  money  ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the  house,  or  to 
procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating  liquors. 

2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet  or 
newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards  nor 
any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patients  shall  enter  the  dead-house,  engine-rooms,  kitchen, 
theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendants’  rooms,  except  by  order  of  the  Su- 
perintendent or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of  the  Su- 
perintendent. When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital  bounds, 
patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon  or 
Gynaecologist,  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no  objec- 
tions, which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent,  will 
serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  good  for  the  day  upon  which  it  is 
given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  doorkeeper  when  the  patient 
goes  out. 

6.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  must  leave  with  the  Superin- 
tendent for  safekeeping,  and  for  which  a receipt  will  be  given,  any 
money  or  other  valuables  they  may  have  ; and  in  case  of  their  failure 
to  do  so,  the  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  which  may 
occur. 

7.  No  patient  may  purchase,  or  procure  any  attendant  to  purchase 
for  him,  any  articles  whatever  without  permission  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

No  member  of  the  House  Staff,  Nurse  or  other  employee  shall 
receive  any  compensation,  gift  or  bequest  from  any  patient,  unless 
authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  Any  infraction  of 
this  rule  makes  the  employee  liable  to  immediate  dismissal. 

All  complaints  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 

Visiting  Days. 

The  regular  visiting  days  at  this  Hospital  are  Sundays,  Wednes- 
days, and  Fridays,  and  the  hours  fiom  1 to  3 o’clock  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Not  more  than  two  persons  will  be  allowed  to  visit  a patient  on 
the  same  day. 

In  cases  of  alarming  illness,  of  which  due  notice  will  always,  if 
practicable,  be  given  to  the  immediate  relatives  or  friends  of  a 
patient,  visits  will  not  be  restricted  to  the  regular  days  or  hours. 

Visitors  will  not  remain  with  patients  beyond  the  visiting  hour, 
and  must  not  converse  with  any  patient  who  is  not  a relative  or  near 
friend. 

The  nurses  and  orderlies  will  see  that  these  rules,  which  are 
adopted  for  the  good  of  the  patients,  are  closely  observed.  They 
apply  alike  to  visitors  to  both  men  and  women  patients. 

All  visitors  are  requested  to  leave  when  the  bell  rings,  at  the 
expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

Visitors  are  prohibited  from  taking  anything  to  eat  or  drink  into 
the  wards.  All  such  must  be  left  with  the  doorkeeper,  marked 
with  the  name  of  the  patient  for  whom  they  are  intended.  After 
the  visiting  hour  they  will  be  examined  by  a medical  officer,  and  if 
found  unobjectionable  will  be  sent  to  the  patients  as  directed. 
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DIETARY  FOR  PATIENTS. 


FULL  DIET. 

Daily. — Meat  dressed,  8 oz.  ; potatoes,  8 oz.  ; bread,  12  oz.  ; butter,  1 oz.  ; 
sugar,  2£  oz.  ; milk,  J pint ; coffee,  oz.  ; tea,  £ oz.  On  Sundays, 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  other  vegetables  in  addition  to  potatoes,  2 oz.  ; 
bread,  rice  or  tapioca  pudding.  On  Mondays  and  Wednesdays,  soup,  1 
pint.  On  Fridays,  fish. 

Breakfast. — Coffee,  with  milk  and  sugar,  boiled  eggs,  bread  and  butter,  por- 
ridge or  oatmeal,  wheaten  grits  or  samp. 

Dinner.— Sunday — Roast  beef,  potatoes,  tomatoes  or  other  vegetable,  bread 
and  pudding. 

Monday — Corned  beef,  12  oz. ; cabbage,  potatoes,  bread  and  bread  pudding. 
Tuesday — Soup,  roast  beef,  potatoes,  one  other  vegetable  and  bread. 
Wednesday — Roast  or  boiled  mutton,  potatoes,  one  other  vegetable  and 
bread. 

Thursday — Roast  beef,  potatoes,  one  other  vegetable,  tapioca  pudding 
and  bread. 

Friday — Fish,  roast  beef,  potatoes,  stewed  tomatoes,  bread  and  rice  pud- 
ding. 

Saturday — Mutton  broth,  stew  of  mutton,  potatoes,  one  other  vegetable 
and  bread. 

Supper. — Tea,  with  sugar  and  milk,  bread  and  butter,  baked  apples,  or  stewed 
pears,  or  prunes,  or  green  or  dried  apple-sauce,  and,  on  Sundays,  ginger- 
bread varied,  alternate  weeks,  with  currant-buns. 

HALF  DIET. 

Daily. — Meat,  dressed,  4 oz.  ; potatoes,  4 oz.  ; bread,  6 oz.  ; of  other  articles, 
the  same  as  in  full  diet. 

MILK  DIET. 

Daily. — Milk,  2 pints  ; bread,  12  oz.  ; rice  or  samp,  2 oz.  ; butter,  1 oz. 

EXTRAS. 

Selection  may  be  made  from  the  following  articles  of  special  diet  when  it  is 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Senior  Physician  on  duty.  This  order  may  not  be  a 
standing  one,  but  must  appear  daily  over  the  physician’s  signature  in  book 
entitled  “ Physician’s  Orders.”
